HURT OVER 35 PER CENT 


—Commissioner Jtudson 


“The cotton crop has unquestionably 
been injured between 35 and 4@ per 
cent by the recent cold wave; the fruit 
crop is safe up to the present, and lit- 
tle or no damage has been done to the 
truck farm crops.” 

Following a calm and considerate 
calculation of the effect which the un- 
precedented cold wave has had on 
crops and fruit in Georgia, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture T. G. Hudson is- 
sued the preceding statement to The 
Constitution yesterday afternoon. 

“Although the weather has been ex- 
tremely cola for the past. few days,” 
continued Mr. Hudson, “the farmer 
need fear no damage to any crops 
except cotton. The cotton plant is the 
weakest of the vegetable family, the 
slightest inclement weather conditions 
will injure it and it is not necessary 
for a frost or a freeze to do it harm. 
The other crops are much hardier; they 
stand cold weather much better, and 
it takes a freeze or frost to do them 
serious damage. 

Will Prevent Sprouting. 

‘In middle Georgia only a small per 
cent of the cotton is out of the ground, 
but the cold weather will prevent it 
from sprouting and the moisture in the 
ground will cause it to rot. The same 
condition is largely true in south Geor- 
gia, although more of the cotton in 
that section is cut of the ground, and 
will suffer from the cold. 

“A large per cent of the cotton ctop 
that is not killed outright will have to 


be plowed up, because it will be re- 
tarded to such great extent that it wilh 
not be worth tending. There will be 
little replanting done. because cotton 
seed are scarce and the farmers whose 
cotton is damaged will plow it up and 
replant with corn. This will, of course, 
mean a curtailment in the yield this 
year, but just to what extent the crop 
will be curtalled cannot be estimated. 
It will undoubtedly mean that the cot- 
ton that is produceg will bring a bet- 
ter price.” 
Crop Will be Late. 

Mr. Hudson also states thet the cot- 
ton which ts not killed by the cold 
will be retarded at least one month in 
its growth, and the crop will necessa- 
rily be unusually late this year. 

“Neither the fruit crop nor vegeta- 
tion was injured by the cold.” said 
State Entomologist Worsham. “Cotton 
was injured because it is the weakest 
and most fragile of plants. 

“It is impossible to damage any 
other crops except by a killing freeze 
or frost. We have had neither, ai- 
though the weather has been extremely 
cold for this time of year. Snow acts 
as a blenket on the growing plants, 
and does not heave the same effect as 
frost. 

“The early peaches are almost half 
grown now, and even the late crop 1s 
so far advanced that nothing cculd 
injure it but a freeze. No one can tell 
what the weather conditions will be 
in the future, but unless there is a de- 
cided drop in the temperature, fol- 
lowed by a freeze. no one need fear 
any serious damage to the fruit.”

DEAN OF THE SWINDLERS 
IN THE CLUTCH OF THE LAW 


Chicago, April 25.—Charles Moran, 
better known as “Chappy” Moran, al- 
leged by FPostoffice Inspector Stuart, 
of Chicago, and Inspector J. T. Cortel- 
you, of Philadelphia, to be the dean of 
American swindlers, is under arrest 
awaiting removal to Philadelphia. 

The arrest was made on Saturday, 
but was kept secret until the arrival 
of Inspector Cortelyou today. 

In the last twenty years Moran’s 
alleged illegal gains are said to ag- 
gregate close to a million dollars. He 
never operated on a small scale. When 
Operatives Moore and Elston, of Chica- 
go, found Moran he was occupying an 
expensive suite of three rooms in an 
aristocratic hotel. A valet attended 


him and had plenty to do caring for 
his master’s. extensive wardrobe. 

Moran is said to be known‘ both 
sides of the Atlantic, having his 
earlier days plied the profession of 
gaming on the big liners. Leter he 
became known as a daring and suc- 
cessful wire-tapper. He is said to 
have .originated the “sick engineer” 
mining swindle, his first trial of this 
scheme having netted him $48,000. His 
picture is said by Inspectors Stuart 
and Cortelyou to be in every rogues’ 
gallery in this country and Europe.
